WH EN something happens to the 
lungs people are quite likely to call 
the condition by many different 
names and take the advice of mme 
well-meaning friends or neighbors; 
most often they treat themselves for 
tome wrong condition. 
Thcr«*»re two conditions affecting 
the respiratory tract which are dif­ 
ficult to tell apart, even for doctors. 
These are so calif i primary atyp 
leal or virus pneumonia and in­ 
fluenza. 
Similar Sjmptoms 
For example, headache, chills and 
a feeling of sickness occur at the on­ 
set of these two diseases. A cough is 
ilmost always present, but while it 
m usually severe in atypical pneu­ 
monia, it ia seldom distressing in in­ 
d en t* . The patient is more likely 
a cough up fluid material in atyp- 
tal pneumonia than he is in in- 
Tuenza. Otherwise, the difference, in 
;hc early stages of these diseases, is 
flight. Both of tho# disorders are 
»rohabJy due to an infection with rn J 
rim s. 
Examination of the patient also 
reveals about the same features in 
;he two diseases. There is fever, 
some congestion in the nose, and a 
rn.Id sore throat in both disorders. 
Abnormal sounds during breathing, 
called rales, occur in both condi­ 
tions. Harsh or rough breathing 
sounds are heard in more than two- 


There are other conditions which 
may closely resemble atypical pneu­ 
monia. These include a disorder 
known as Q fever, as well as pneu­ 
monia produced by the pneumococ­ 
cus germs. Influenza is distinguished 
from ordinary colds and sinua in­ 
fections, by the symptoms. 


Rest in Bed 
The treatm ent for either atypical 
pneumonia or influenza includes rest 
in ltd, relief of the symptoms by 
such means as the doctor may pre­ 
scribe, and the giving of plenty of 
fluids and the proper diet. 
It has not been found that such 
preparations as penicillin or the sul­ 
fonamide drugs have any effect on 
these conditions. However, if some 
secondary 
infection 
with 
germs 
occurs, the sulfonamides or penicil­ 
lin are usually given and, as a rule, 
will stop these complications. 
When such symptoms as fever, 
rough, chills, or headache occur, a 
thorough study by a physician is 
necessary to determine what disease 
is present so that the proper treat­ 
ment may be instituted, if the trou- 
1 bit is due to atypical pneumonia. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
W. G.: What treatm ent is given 
for tapeworms? 
Answer: The treatm ent of tape­ 
worm, in its entirety, must be car­ 
ried out under the direction of a 
physician.
